Probably, stock markets will respond more 
this week to various favourable influences, 
such as the continuance of easy money, the 
indications of still more active trade in the 
future, and a subsidence of apprehension of 
political complications arising from the Italo- 
Abyssinian dispute. Considerable strength 
was displayed last week, but business was 
then restricted somewhat because of the ap- 
proaching end of a 2l-day account.

THE FIXED TRUST REPORT 


I LAE 


Two points in connection with the report 
of the Stock Exchange Sub-Committee on 
Fixed Trusts call for comment. One is the 
eritical nature of the comments which em- 
phasise the supposed exploitation of the public 
by these undertakings. It would almost 
seem, from the tone of the criticisms, that the 
Stock Exchange is jealous of the movement, 
and takes the view that its interests are 
adversely affected. If so, the circumstance 
is rather remarkable, for, in whatever respect 
the Fixed Trust movement calls for strictures 
of the kind indicated, it can scarcely be 
denied that it tends to increase the business 
of the House, even though it may, as stated 
above, accentuate a market shortage of 
shares. Brokers benefit when the underlying 
shares that constitute a Fixed Trust port- 
folio are bought, and they also receive a 
commission on any buying or selling orders 
for the sub-units which they execute, 


POSITION OF TRUSTEES 


The other point concerns the position of 
irustees for. the various Fixed Trusts. In 
all cases, this work is carried out by a 
leading bank or, insurance company. Now, 
that a sub-committee of the Stock Exchange 
has commented unfavourably upon the move- 
ment, or at least one aspect of it, the question 
arises whether the trustees will take any 
notice or feel that they are acting in a some- 
what doubtful capacity. In this connection, 

is believed that one of the “ Big Five” 
has steadfastly refused to act in the capacity 
of trustee of any Fixed Trust, Presum- 
ably, nothing will be done until it is seen 
if the General Committee of the Stock 
Exchange is inclined to act upon the recom- 
mendations contained in the report, which 
presumably would be a preliminary to legis- 
lation designed to give such protection to 
the public as is afforded by other forms of 
investment. It may be doubted, however,

INDUSTRIAL SHARES

The November traffic index was distinctly 
disappointing, for it showed a _ decrease, 
instead of the expected increase, compafed 
with the precedfng mouth; but there is reason 
to believe that the organisation did a bigger 
business during the past Christmas than ever 
before at the same period. Consequently, 
the December index is l‘kely to make a better 
showing. Hitherto the stock has been kept 
back by the fact that a big bull account was 
opened in it ceveral months ago. Evidently, 
the liquidation of part of this position has 
offset what is known to be buying of an im- 
portant character. The investment income of 
the combine will suffer in connection with 
the recent rerayment of preference capital, 
but ultimately the financial position should he 
improved, and it is believed that considerable 
economies have been effected during the past 
year or 18 months. Certainly, Cable ‘‘ A ”’ is 
a stock with possibilities. 


OIL SHARES 


More active conditions are looked for in 
tne oil share market, especially if further 
progress is made by America in improving 
the conditions in the industry there. If cur- 
rent expectations are fulfilled Shells should 
stand at a higher price; but as regards this 
company a cautious policy is necessary. The 
Shell is largely interested in the V.O. *., and 
according to private advices pclitical couditions 
in Venezuela sinco the death of the aged 
President Gomez have been very disturbed. 
It is even hinted that with a new adminis- 
tration the couutry will be inclined to adopt 
a policy of economic nationalism and one 
inimical to foreign interests. These forebod- 
ings may not be realised, but the possibilities 
suggest that any rise in Shells should not be 
followed too far. 


BANK DIVIDENDS 


Reference was made last week to the 
moderate yields afforded by English Bank 
shares on the assumption, which was held 
very generally. that dividends for 1935 would 
be the same as for 1934. Rather curiously, 
there has since been a further rise in the 
shares, so that the yields have been further 
reduced. Presumably, the buying is by 
people who desire to obtain the dividends for 
the second half of last year. Ordinarily. 
Rank shares move with gilt-edged securities, 
The latter have certainly displayed a firmer 
tendency of late, but they have not risen to 
an extent that justifies a further advance in 
Bank shares. Actually, a continued 45 2 
ciation in gilt-edged securities is not a bull 
point for lenders of money, for it suggests a 
continuance of relatively unremunerative fates 
for loans and the necessity of adding to in- 
vestment holdings upon which the yield is not 
much more than 3 per cent. 


DISCOUNT COMPANIES’ 


Those who desire a rather higher return 
than Bank shares afford can obtain it from a 
somewhat similar security—namely, the 
shares of the London discount companies. 
The past year was not a very favourable one 
for such concerns, but in one case the diyi- 
dend has been increased, while in another 
profits evidently expanded considerably. In 
the third case there was a reduction in re- 
venue, but the amount for 1934 was excep- 
tionally large owing, it. is believed, to 
judicious investments in gilt-edged securities. 
The National Discount Co. increased the divi- 
dend on its B shares from 24 to 26 per cent., 
and, as theeshares (£24 paid) are quoted at 
about. 14, the indicated yield is the satis- 
factory one of 43 per cent., allowing for 
accrued divitlend. Alexanders Discount £2 
(£1 paid) shares stand at. about 44, and, 
allowing for the final dividend and bonus in 
the price, the yield from the 19 per cent.

SUPREME COURT TO BE FIRST AND 
LAST ARBITER. 

An impending move to deprive by legisla- 
tion all lower Courts of the power to halt 
enforcement of Federal laws pending the 
settlement of Constitutional questions by the 
Supreme Court is seen in part of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s message to Congress. The passage in 
question is:—‘‘ The carrying out of laws as 
enacted requires protection until final 
adjudication by the highest tribunal. 
Congress has the right and can find means to 
protect its own prerogatives.” Elsewhere in 
the message observers generally saw the issue 
of political power versus economic power 
emerging as the keynote of the oncoming 
presidential campaign, as well as an outright 
challenge to such organisations as the National 
Association of Manufacturers, the United 
States Chamber of Commerce and the 
American Liberty League for a fight to a 
finish—not only in the 1936 elections, but 
through another four-year term, should Mr. 
Roosevelt be re-elected.

Woolworths 


Expected. shortly, the accounts of F. W. 
Woolworth and Company for 1935 are likely 
to reveal a further substantial increase in 
profits.

BUTTER FIRM AND DEARER 


From Our ComMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The usual quiet conditions prevail in this 
centre after the holidays, but so far as the 
provision trade ig concerned a fairly 
optimistic view is being taken with regard to 
the future. Larger shipments of butter were 
reported from Denmark and. Sweden to 
Northern ports last week-end, but there was 
some falling-off in the consignments of bacon 
and eggs. The Danish official quotation for 
butter has agai been wired unchanged, and 
““top ” continues to stand at 226 kroner per 
100 kilos. At the corresponding period of 
last year the figure. was 210 kroner, and in 
1934, 152 kroner. Continental makes remain 
steady. The lighter offerings of Colonials 
meet with a good clearance, and quotations 
for both New Zealand and Australian closed 
firm and dearer. ~Available supplies of bacon 
meet with a quiet consumptive demand and 
th market closes steady. Spot prices for 
Irish are unchanged; and at the weekly 
meeting of the Manchester Bacon Committee, 
while no alteration was made in Continental, 
English was advanced Is. to ds. The egg 
market closes steady, but spot supplies from 
the Irish Free State are very light and in- 
sufficient to test prices. 
IMPORT OF EGGS 
A Government Commission, 
been examining the various 
the import policy for eggs and 
might take, has reache the conclu- 
sion that the general principle of im- 
port duties is the most appropriate for ap- 
plication in this particular case. They 
accordingly recommend for consideration 
that in i course. the present duties on 
foreign eggs shall be raised by 6d. per 
great, hundred, and a duty of 6d. shall be placed 
upon Empire imports, thus maintaining the 
existing margin of Empire -: preference. 
Because of the possibility that import duties 
may be overridden, the Commission recom- 
mend that the increase in duties should be 
supplemented by. direct financial assistance 
to the home industry. They propose that 
25 per cent. of the yield from duties upon 
eggs and egg products, which, it is estimated, 
will produce some £340,000 per annum should 
be ear-marked for the assistance of the home 
industry. Both the rates of duty and per- 
centage to be allocated to the industry 
should be subject to review after three years. 
The Commission also recommend that if the 
storage of eggs is undertaken by the Market- 
ing Boards in the ti imports should be 
regulated quantitatively during the period of 


storage. 
LIVE-STOCK 

Business at the Manchester Cattle Market 
on ‘Tuesday was practically normal in 
character; fair supplies of livestock, includ- 
ing fat cattle, being available. Best fat 
cattle sold fairly well and values ruled firm, 
but heavy and rough sorts met with a slow 
sale. Lambs were a quiet trade, and sellers 
showed some disposition to grant concessions 
to induce business. Holidays and the mild 
weather prevailing have had a very depress: 
ing effect on business at the Manchester Pig 
Market, supplies being in excess of the de- 
mand, Prices were generally very irregular 
in character. Trade at the Manchester Meat 
Market opened on the quiet side, and there 
was an exceptionally poor finish for home- 
killed beef, mutton and lamb. Trade for 
pork was also very disappointing. A quiet, 
but steady feeling was reported for all 
classes of imported meat. 

The market for game and dead poultry 
closed very quiet. Supplies of turkeys have 
been in excess of demand, and prices have 
declined sharply in consequence; Irish being 
offered at 10d. to 1s. 2d.; and Continental, 
8d. to 10d. per lb.(wholesale). Best chickens 
are fairly well held at 11d. to 1s. 2d. per lb.

Origin of Gooseberry 


In this festive season of the year, when 
the goose is so much in requisition for 
culinary purposes — being traditionally 
only second-in this respect to the turkey— 
it may not come amiss to remark that one 
naturally supposes that the word '' goose- 
berry’ must in some way be associated 
with that domestic bird. I was rather 
surprised to come across quite recently a 
very different and, to me an unexpected, 
origin of that term. It seems that it is 
connected with the prickly hairs that are 
usually found on the outside of the fruit 
in question and which must serve as a 
salutary check. at least in many cases, to 
over-indulgence in its consumption in the 
natural state. Goose was formerly written 
and pronounced ‘‘ gos,” as may be still 
seen in the diminutive “ gosling.’’ Now, 
in parts of England, ‘especially in the 
northern counties, gorse is familiarly 
called “ gos,” so that gooseberry, origin- 
ally gorseberry, came to be pronounced 
‘‘ gosberry,’’ which, by an easy transition, 
Was corrupted in gooseberry, much in the 
same way as the original ‘‘gos’”’ became 
transformed into ‘‘ goose.”

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MOTOR NOTES 


Law on Lights needs 


By-Pass: 


Sa aaa! three persons were burned 
to death when the motor car in 
which they were travelling ran into the 
back of a lorry parked at the side of the 
road. Some of the most ghastly accidents 
of the last few months seem to have been 
due to similar collisions—cars running 
into the backs of other motor vehicles, 
rather than to head-on smashes. 

These accidents took place in England, 
where a certain amount of alarm has 
been occasioned by the menace to night 
driving represented by the stationary lorry 
at the side of the road, lit only by a 
flickering and bespattered tail-lamp. There 
is not the same danger in Ireland, as 
commercial motor vehicles are not operated 
at night, except in very rare cases. The 
roads in this country are not, however, 
completely free from inadequately lit 
vehicles, and some of them are as 
dangerous in motion as they are when 
stationary. 

In England, I am informed by a cor- 
respondent who does a great deal of 
driving between London and the North, 
the primary danger lies in the absence of 
standardisation of lorry rear lights. . He 
maintains that a certain minimum degree 
of illumination should be made com- 
pulsory, and that the placing of the lamp 
at the top of a high lorry should be for- 
bidden. The ideal arrangement might be 
the carrying of two rear lights which 
would indicate the width of the vehicle 
and give the driver of an overtaking car 
a hint of his distance from the lorry. 


Car Lights 


F course, if a driver has really com- 
petent headlights on his car there 
should be very little danger of his run- 
ning into anything so long as it 1s not 
parked on a bend. In actual practice, 
however, on a dark, damp road a 
stationary vehicle may so blend with a 
shadow at the side of the road that one’s 
headlights do not pick it out until the 
last moment. 

If. a driver knows a straight piece of 
road particularly well he may conclude, 
in the absence of any red or other 
lights, that it is clear, and be treading 
heavily on the pedal when he becomes 
cognisant of the unlit lorry, possibly 
taking up more than half the roadway if 
the place is narrow. 

There is also danger when one meets an- 
other car. If both decline to dim they may 
be so dazzled that a stationary lorry in the 
path of either would not be noticed until 
too late. If they do dim there will remain 
the lesser danger of bumping the back of 
the lorry in the brief period that the 
lights are dimmed. Consequently it is 
essential that the tail-light of a lorry 
should be sufficiently powerful to be seen 
by an overtaking driver even in the face 
of dazzle from another car. 


Another Menace 
great a menace as the lorry, how- 


S 

A ever, is the horse-drawn vehicle, 
usually showing no real light to the rear. 
although its tuppence-ha’penny lamp may 
have a red panel in the back. In most 
cases some part of the vehicle or its load 
conceals this red panel. Often it carries 
no lamp at all, and this often happens 
in Dublin, where the danger of accident 
is increased, as the car-driver, if he has 
any consideration for others, may be 
travelling with only his sidelamps lit. 

I have referred before in these notes to 
the unsatisfactory state of the law on 
vehicle lighting in the Irish Free State. 
Some day it will have to be brought .into 
line with the requirements of modern 
traffic, and the sooner the better. 

‘The absurd regulation which makes it 
permissible to run with one headlight pro- 
vided the sidelights are lit, and no matter 
how useless those sidelights to illuminate 
the road, must be amended. All vehicles, 
whether drawn by horses or propelled. by 
motors, must be required to carry adequate 
rear lights. 

And possibly something could be done to 
make dimming or dipping compulsory.

All that we can point to are a few 
isolated wells giving small. and often 
short-lived flows of oil, whose yield of two 
or three barrels a day. is figuratively a 
drop in the ocean of America’s thousand- 
barrel producers. But he would be rash, 
indeed, who would straighway rule out 
all possibility of an English oil-field, even 
in the present advanced state of geo- 
logical knowledge in that country.

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Free School Books 
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New Wireless Station 
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From Our Own Corresponpenr, 
BELFAST, Saturday. 
HE significance of the discussion at 
the meeting of the Belfast Corpora- 
tion regarding the liability for compensa- 
(ion arising out of the recent riots will 
be fully realised by the ratepayers of 
Belfast and the North generally. The 
compensation for malicious injuries 
amounted to £22,732, and logally this 
burden should be met by the ratepayers 
of the city. The Belfast Corporation, how 
ever, in no uncertain manner, indicated 
that the Northern Government, as the 
authority responsible for the maintenance 
of law and order, have-a moral obligation 
in the matter. The Chairman of the 
Finance Committee (Alderman Duff) 
indicated that the Committee intended to 
press for a 100 per cent. payment of the 
amount by the Government. This follower 
the precedent established during the 
political trouble in 1922-23. 
Even more significant than the ultimate 
responsibility for malicious injury com 


pensation was the observation of the Chair- - 


man Of the Finance Committee upon the 
education levy appeal now before the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 
He indicated that whatever the decision 
on that appeal, enough had already been 
disclosed to indicate that the whole ques- 
tion of the financial relations between the 
Northern Government and the loca! 
authorities must be opened up and new 
decisions taken. The question is even a 
bigger one than this, and may lead to a 
reconsideration of the whole financial 
relations between Northern Ireland and 
Great Britain. The Parliament at West- 
minster imposes nine-tenths of the taxa- 
tion; in Northern Ireland, and when the 
yield of this taxation was not sufficient 
to meet the cost of all Northern Ireland 
services the Northern Government foisted 
some of the responsibility upon the rate- 
payers through the local authorities. 
Northern Ireland should not be called 
upon to labour under tortuous expedients 
of this kind, which do not obtain in other 
parts of the United Kingdom. 


New Year's Honours 


There is general satisfaction that the 
new Honours List, so far as Northern 
Ireland is concerned, recognises outstand- 
ing public services. The distinction of 
Dame Commander of the British Empire 
conferred upon the Duchess of Abercorn 
is a tribute to her outstanding public ser- 
vices in Northern Ireland. Ever since the 
Duke of Abereorn became Governor of 
Northern Ireland, in 1922 the Duchess 
has co-operated wholeheartedly with him 
in the duties of his office, and has taken 
a prominent part in all social and philan- 
thropic enterprises. The baronetcy con- 


ferred upon Mr. D. D. Reid, M.P., the 


Chairman of the Ulster Unionist Party in 
the Imperial House of Commons, is a re- 
cognition of many years of useful public 
service to Northern Ireland. He is a par- 
liamentarian of ripe experience and sound 
judgment, and the Northern Ministers 
find in him willing co-operation when 
questions affecting the trade and other in- 
terests of Northern Ireland come before 
the British Parliament. 

The Earl of Kilmorey, who is appointed 
a member of the Privy Council of 
Northern Ireland, has commanded the 
Ulster Division of the Royal Naval Volun- 
teer Reserve since 1930. He has shown a 
keen interest in the work of the division, 
and .is also a good friend of the Kilkeel 
fishermen. ‘The musical director of the 
Northern Treland Regional Station of the 
B.B.C. (Mr. E. Godfrey Brown) receives 
the honour of 0.B.E. Mr. Brown is also 
conductor of the Belfast Philharmonic 
Society, and the honour conferred upon 
him is a recognition of music and 
musicians, 


The Coal Ramp 


Householders in Northern Ireland are 
indignant at the manner in which coal 
prices have been advanced in recent 
months. Four shillings per ton have been 
added, and in some districts nearly 7s. per 
ton have been imposed over a short period, 
although it cannot be claimed that any 
increased wage has been given to. the 
miners. Belfast coal prices have always 
been from 8s. to 10s. per ton higher than 
those in Dublin, and no satisfactory 
reason has ever been given for this. It 
has been frequently suggested that the 
Belfast. Corporation should open municipal 
coal dépéts, and sell coal at reasonable 
prices. Several members of the Corpora- 
tion have put forward proposals of the 
kind, but on each occasion they have been 
met with the argumenyv that the Corpora- 
tion has no power to enter upon this 
innovation, and that a special Act of 
Parliament would be required. 
* If the price of coal, however, continues 
to advance, the citizens will be forced 
eventually to take some step of this kind. 
Alderman Pierce points out that the Cor- 
poration is at present buying coal delivered 
at Belfast for the gas works at prices rang- 
ing from 17s. ód. to 25s. 11d. per ton; yet 
the citizens are asked to pay 54s. per ton 
by the coal merchants. It is well known 
that coal is sold to mills and factories at 
prices a little more than half of that which 
ordinary household consumers are asked 
to pay for the same coal sold by the same 
importers.

Road Ímprovements 


| In recent years all the main roads in 
Northern Ireland have been greatly im- 
pi Large stretches of conerete road 
ave. been constructed, and motoring, 
which was formerly on many roads u 
severe trial, has now become a pleasure. 
Not only have road surfaces been re-made. 
but roads have been widened and dan- 
ga corners removed.. The Antrim 

ounty Council has decided to go a steb 
further and re-classify as second-class 
roads one hundred and sixty-six miles of 
third-class roads. This will involve an 
expenditure of £16,000, or roughly £100 
per mile. One councillor declared that 
some of the roads were in such a bad 
state that £1,000 a mile would be re- 
guired to bring them up to the standard. 

The time is approaching when the 
Belfast Corporation will have to take 
steps to deal with the serious traffic con- 
gestion in the centre of the city. There is 
also a great need for more car parks for 
motor cars. Some years ago it was pro- 
posed to open a new thoroughfare from 
the Great Northern Railway station to 
York street by widening King street and 
streets in the vicinity ef Smithfield, but 
the plan has not yet been carried out, 
The traffic across the Queen’s Bridge daily 
becomes more serious; yet the project for 
widening this bridge or building a new 
one to relieve the traffic pressure appears 
to have been dropped. A tunnel under 
the harbour about the end of Dock street 
would also be of great service to workers 
going to and from the shipyards. 


Free School Books 


The provision of free schoo) books in 
the elementary schools was advocated at 
the monthly meeting of the Belfast Cor- 
poration. It was pointed out by those is 
favour of the proposal that the bill for 
new books was a substantial one in man? 
working-class homes where three or four 
children have to be supplied. In many 
English and Scottish cities free books are 
now provided, and, as the wages in many 
trades are fixed upon a national basis, 
those receiving the same wage as those in 
Great Britain have greater demands upon 
them when they do not enjoy this par- 
ticular form of social service. The cost of 
these school books in recent years has ad- 
vanced between 200 and\00 per cent. On 
behalf of the Education Authority it is 
claimed that free books are already pro- 
vided for ‘‘ necessitous children,” but this 
hardly meets the case of large working- 
class families where the father is in em- 
ployment, and, therefore, they cannot be 
regarded as ‘‘necessitous,’’ although the 
family income is small. Free books given 
under this scheme are stamped with the 
name of the Education Authority, and it 
is contended that there is a stigma 
attached to them, and that the children 
in their early years should not be made 
to suffer such a stigma, 

The Chairman of the Education Authority 
indicated that school libraries were being 
established in all senior schools, and, when 
completed, the cost of books to parents 
would be reduced to one-third, so that 
there would be virtually no difference 
between necessitous children and others 
attending the schools.

children would also welcome the scheme. 
If it can be done in other cities, there is 


no reason why it cannot be attempted in 
Bel fast. 


New Wireless Station 


The new 1p 2 power broadcasting station 
for Northern Ireland at Blaris. Hill, near 
Lisburn, will be opened by the Governor, 
the Duke of Abercorn, on March 20 next. 
With the opening of the new station, 
broadcasting in the North will take an 
immense step forward. Owing to the con- 
centration of Northern population in the 
vicinity of Belfast, the area was adequately 
covered by a low power station ; but it has 
long been recognised that this station was 
out of date, and did not give an adequate 
service for the whole six counties. 

The new transmitter will be not !ess 
powerful than the 56 kilowatt regional 
stations in Great Britain, and it will be 
the most modern and _best-equipped 
regional station of the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation. The studio will be con- 
tinued at Linenhall street. These premises 
have recently been extended to keep pace 
with the programme development, and, 
in addition to new offices, two new studios 
have been constructed, together with 
listening rooms and control panels. The 
‘* effects ” equipment is also being brought 
up to date. The Northern Ireland 
Station, like the four other regions in 
the United Kingdom, has now a complete 
establishment to deal with every phase of 
its work. 

It is also proposed in the coming year 
to make the local programmes a truer 
reflection of Ulster life.in all its aspects, 
and not concentrate upon dialect plays, 


which have a tendency to create a one- 
sided impression, and deal mainly with 
country life.

The loss of a wheel while travelling at 
106 miles an hour, causing the car to 
career along the track like a meteor so 
fierce were the sparks shot out, brought 
Captain G. E. T. Eyston’s attempt on the 
world’s twenty-four hour record for Diesel.

By J. P. BRENNAN, Coroner for South 


County Dublin, held an inquest at 

St. Michael's Hospital, Dun  Lao- 

gs on Saturday, into the death of 

jilliam Kevin Fogarty, aged 54 months, 

who, after being ill for some time, died at 
f a.m. on 2nd January. 

Mrs, Fogarty, of Beaufort avenue, Sandy- 
cove, said her child had never been in good 
health, and she had taken him to hospital 
seyeral times for treatment of the tongue. 
When about three months old there was a 
suspicion of rupture and he was ugain treated, 
Shortly after this the child again fell sick, 
suffering from shortness of breath and con- 
vulsions, and on 24th December she took 
him to St: Michael's Hospital, from which, 
as they had no bed accommodation for chil- 
dren, Dr. Roche, the house surgeon, recom- 
mended her to take it to St. Ultan’s Hos- 
pital. Admussion to St. Ultanh’s was refused 
owing to measles having broken out there, 
and she then took the child to Temple Street 
Hospital. Here again admission was refused, 
owing to a rash which had a peared on the 
child’s body. She then took him home, and 
at about nine o'clock on Ist January he fell 
into a convulsion, Another followed at 35.30 
the next morning, and the child died at 6 
o'clock, 

Cross-examined by the Coroner, Mrs. 
Fogarty admitted that she bad had the 
opinions of several doctors, and had been 
carrying the child about from place to place 
in very cold weather. The treatment recom- 
mended by each was generally of a similar 
nature. 
ae ft entiee said that he had treated the 
child ón several oceasions. It always a re 
to be well nourished but sickly. stag ari 

Nurse O'Toole, of St. Ultan’s Hospital, 
said that Mi and Mrs. Fogarty came to the 
hospital on 30th December with the child, 
and, as. the house surgeon was away, the 
sister-in-charge told them that measles had 
broken out in the hospital and. the child 
could’ not be adthitted. She told them to 
come back in a few days’ time, but they did 
not, return; ' : 

Dr, Mary Gordon, of the Children’s Hos- 
pital, Temple street, stated that. the child 
was brought there on 31st December, but 
as it had. a rash on its body she could 
not admit it~ for treatment. It looked 
very ill, but it was against the rules to 
take in a child with any rash 6n its skin. 

Dr. J. C. Carroll, who has been visiting 
physician to the Children’s Hospital for the 
past fifteen years, said that he examined the 
child on Ist January and found that its 
body was wasted, and it had a tendency to 
convulsions. Also it bad a skin rash all over 
its body, and it would, perhaps, have been 
extremely dangerous to admit it to a ‘ward 
where other children were lying. 


CARDIAC FAILURE 


Dr. Roche, house surgeon at St. Michael’s 
Hospital, said that he also had attended the 
child on several occasions, and prescribed for 
it. On 2nd January it was brought to the 
hospital dead. A post-mortem examination 
showed that the child had suffered from slight 
congestion of the lungs, weakness. of the heart 
muscles, and other troubles. In his opinion 
nothing could have saved the «child’s life, 
and death was due to cardiac failure: 

The Coroner said that if he had had all 
this evidence at the outset he need not have 
called a jury, but as there were so many 
people ready to Sling mud at the hospitals, 
especially since they had begun to benefit by 
recent legislation and sweepstakes, it was 
advisable for a jury to decide whether there 
had been any neglect on the part of the 
authorities. Speaking from experience, he 
knew that the hospitals were always anxious 
to do what they could to improve hospital 


ife,*and anxious for every ‘person. in” the 


community -to receive the most up-to-date and 
most thorough treatment possible. Regard- 
ing the refusals from the two hospitals to 
admit the child, he felt that they had acted 
rightly. To have admitted it to St. Ultan’s, 
where measles had broken out, or to Temple 
street, where it might have been a source of 
infection to the other children, would have 
led to the charge that the authorities had 
been guilty of a grave scandal, if not criminal 
neglect. 

The jury returned a verdict of .death from 
natural causes, exonerating the hospital 
authorities and the medical profession from 
blame and the parents from any suspicion of 
neglect. 


AGED MAN’S DEATH 


A verdict of death from natural causes was 
returned by the jury at an inquest on Satur- 
day into the death of Alfred Brocklebank, 
aged sixty years, of O'Connell Gardens, 
Sandymount, a fireman in the employment 
of the Alliance and Dublin Consumers’ Gas 
Company, who, while working at the furnace 
in the Gas-works, Pearse street, on Thurs- 
day last, collapsed, and, on admission to 
Sir Patrick Dun’s Hospital, was found to 
be dead. 

James McDonnell, of Pearse street, also 
employed in the Gas Company, stated that he 


-had been working with Brocklebank, and, 


when he returned to the furnace on one 
occasion, found him lying on the ground. 

Timothy Kinsella, of Ringsend, a foreman 
in the works, said that he had been speaking 
to the deceased man some time previous 
to his death, and he appeared to be in his 
usual health. 

John Brocklebank, a member of the 
Detective Division of the Civic Guards, 
identified the remains as those of his father. 

Dr. A. H. Delaney stated that death was 
due to natural causes. 

Sympathy with the relatives was expressed 
by Inspector D. F. Maher on behalf of the 
Guards and by Messrs. Kinsella and 
McDonnell on behalf of the workers in the 
Gas Company. 


NORTHERN TRAIN 
DERAILED 


COLLISION WITH CATTLE

From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
LIFFORD, Saturday. 


The early morning goods train from 
Enniskillen to Derry was derailed this 
morning at McKinney’s Bridge, between 
Strabane and Porthall, five wagons going 
off the rails. 

The derailment was caused by the train 
colliding with sixteen cattle which, it 1s 
believed, were being smuggled, as the 
bridge is on the Northern Ireland-Free 
State border : 

Two of the cattle were cut to pieces, and 
the other fourteen were seized by the 
Strabane Customs patrol as being 
smuggled. After the collision the train 
wobbled on for almost one hundred yards, 
and when it arrived in the Free State 
territory five of the wagons wore tele- 
scoped. Traffic in both directions was im- 
sila, as two of the wagons completely 


‘blocked the line, and the railway company 


found it necessary to initiate a service of 
‘buses and lorries to cope with all 
passenger and goods traffic. 

Two of the wagons were wedged cross- 
ways in the bridge, and when the ordinary 
breakdown gang arrived they found it im- 
possible to shift them. Consequently it 
was found necessary to telegraph to 
Belfast for a special breakdown gang and 
a steam crane, The line was cleared at 
1 p.m., and the normal services . were 
resumed, Twelve months ago a similar 
accident occurred in the same place. 
Civic Guards were early on the spot and 
made exhaustive inquiries with a view to 
apprehending those - responsible for 
smuggling the cattle, and members of the 
R.U.C. also made inquiries on the 
Northern. side of the border.

O’Brien on the radio from Dublin, Athlone, 
and Cork on Saturday night. Their views, 
however, did not agree. | 

Captain Harrison s. Meas was that the 
Irish Free State should safeguard the Irish 
currency and banks, and their depositors, b 
building up a substantial gold reserve fund. 
That meant the replacement of a certain pro- 
portion of gilt-edged securities by a stock of 
gold coin or bullion. The proposal, he claimed, 
was designed to protect Irish national finance 
against dangers which were neither extremely 
remote nor even difficult to understand. 

“But,” asked Dr. O’Brien, “you do not 
propose that the Free State should go on the 
gold standard in the sense that its notes 
should be convertible into a fixed quantity of 
gold, instead of into sterling’? You are pre- 
pared to assume that the tie with sterling 
will continue, and what you propose is that 
the Government should acquire a large 
quantity of gold on the ground that, in your 
opinion, the value of gold will appreciate 
in terms of sterling, ‘and that the gold, 
therefore, wil prove an asset of increasing 
value? 

Captain Harrison—You are inverting my 
proposition. I regard gold as an asset of 
assured and stable value, whilst sterling and 
sterling securities are exposed to serious risks 
of further depreciation. 1 do not suggest 
gambling for a profit. 1 do suggest insuring 
against a loss. 

Dr. O'Brien—Your proposals amount to 
nothing more or less than a pure gamble with 
one of the most speculative of commodities. 

Captain Harrison — Hitherto our Irish 
currency arrangements have worked smoothly. 
In practice the device of linking our Irish 
£ to sterling has had many practical 
advantages, 


“SINGULARLY UNWISE” 


At a later stage Captain Harrison said that 
he argued that if British national finance 
considered it necessary to build up a huge 
gold reserve as a part of its present system 
of an unsupported sterling, Irish national 
finance, using the same system, would be 
singularly unwise if it neglected to adopt a 
similar and parallel precaution. 

“ If we continue to link our Irish currency 
with sterling, let us,” he said, “ at least 
march in step with our neighbours, who 
started the sterling experiment. Their Gold 
Reserve is their insurance policy for their own 
protection. Let us in the Irish Free State 
have an insurance policy of our own for the 
protection of our own people and of our own 
country’s .finances.’’ 

Dr. ©’ Brien—Unless the sterling value of 
gold appreciates year by year by at least ó; 
per cent. your proposal will involve us in loss. 

Captain Harrison—If Britain thinks the 
insurance worth the cost, why not we? 

Dr. O’Brien said that he agreed that the 
future course of events might result in a 
fall of the exchange value of sterling, al- 
though it was quite fossible that it might 
rise in relation to gold, as it did before the 
re-establishment of the gold standard in 
1925. 

Captain Harrisoa—lIf sterling were to crash, 
Britain with her big gold reserve would havea 
breathing space in which to devise emergency 
measures to mect the crisis, whilst Ireland, 
which already would have lost the bulk of 
savings invested in Britain. would be unable 
to pay her army, her police, her civil ser- 
vants, her old-age pensioners, and her help- 
less poor. That ia my argument in favour of 
creating an Irish gold reserve 

Dr, O’Brien—I completely fail to see that

“any of the consequences you, mention would

- ‘* "Pine inereases granted by the Department 


of Posts and fTelegraphs are utterly 
inadequate, and fail completely to relieve the 
widespread under-payment and acute privation 
from which the Post (Office staff suffer by 
reasor of their low rates of wages. But the 
fact that even such inadequate increases were 
granted is a clear admission by the Depart- 


ment that the staff are underpaid. 


“The Union cannot, under any circum- 
stances, accept the Department’s decision as 
a settlement of its claim for a reasonable 
standard of living for its members, and, as 
the Department has refused to recognise its 
obligation to pay decent rates of wages to the 
staff, the Union will now insist that its claim 
must be adjudicated upon by some impartial 
authority which can be relied upon to appraise 
more fairly the merits of the claim for a 
living wage for the Post (Office staff. 

‘The Union will now urge that the specific 
romise made by President de Valera will be 
onoured, and that a mutually acceptable 

Arbitration Board will be established to 
adjudicate on the Union’s claim.”

we are surprised at the resolution recently 
passed by the city branch of the I.N.T.O., 
and hope we shall hear no more about it.” 
Diarmuid © hAlmhain, proposing the 
motion, said that he had seven years’ exper: 
ence of teaching through the medium ol 
frish, and felt that he was competent to 
speak on the matter. The pupils were, with 
one or two exceptions, Dublin children, bor) 
and reared in English-speaking families. In 
a few instances one parent, rarely both, had 
some knowledge of Irish. He had had only 
two pupils who were brought up as Irisí 
speakers from birth. Yet he had found it 
possible to teach the entire primary school 
programme through Irish no less successfully 
than if English had been the medium. He 
found that there was no great difficulty in 
teaching any subject through Irish, even to 
those who, at the beginning of the. schoo! 


year, had not even a good conversational | 


grasp of the language. Further, it was his 
experience that instruction could be given 
more facilely and with more satisfactory re 
sults through Irish than through Englisn 
when the majority of the pupils had acquired 
a sound grasp of the Irish language. Dublin 
City children of non-Irish-speaking parents 


had received their entire primary education 
through Irish from the ages of five or six to 
ten years until. leaving the primary school, 
and then proceeded to gain outstanding dis- 
tinctions in the intermediate certificate ex- 
aminations while still a year, and even two 
vears, under the normal age. He would 
admit that the primary system might be im- 
proved or adapted to diverse circumstances 
in different types of sch®ol, but it was per- 
fectly evident that teaching through the 
medium of Irish, in both Gaeltacht and 
Galldacht, is educationally sound. 

Mr. Séamus O Tuama, seconding, quoted 
remarks of non-Irish-speaking parents, whose 
children had been educated through Irish, 
who were astounded at the motion passed 
recently by the Dublin City Branch, I.N-T.O. 

Mr. Micheal O Foghludha, President of the ; 
branch and a member of the Coiste Gnótha, ' 
said that there is no difficulty in teaching 
through Irish when the teacher has a 
thorough command of the language and the 
will to promote it. Tomas O Muircheartaigh 
and liam O Cearbhaill also spoke in support 
of the motion, which was passed unani- 
mously.

Mr. Roosevelt’s Warning 


We may not be greatly in error if we 
| suppose that President Roosevelt's stern 
condemnation of Italy’s aggression in 


‘bombing of the Swedish ambulance at 
Dessie a week ago. That outrage almost 
might have been calculated to excite a 
flame of anger in America; for civilised 
convention recognises the Red Cross as 
enjoying the immunity of a neutral, and 
any abuse of neutrality causes the 
Americans to “see red.” At all events 
the President spoke his mind with laud- 
able frankness. He more than hinted that 
the Abyssinian campaign was a direct con- 
sequence of Signor Mussolini’s autocratic 
spirit. ‘‘The spirit of autocracy and 
aggression”... . “‘ the old belief in the 
law of the sword ”... such, in President 
Roosevelt’s view, are the root causes of 
““a situation which has in it many of the 
elements that lead to the tragedy of a 
general war.’’ There is no doubt that he 
referred to more countries than Italy ; 
Germany and Japan likewise were in- 
cluded in his commination ; yet the speech 
was directed against Italy, and in that 
light the Italians have read it—or as much 
of it as they were permitted to read. Else- 
where in Europe the President's state- 
ments have been received with mixed 
feelings. The French are alarmed by his 
threat that all nations which engage in 
‘wars “‘ not of immediate concern to the 
Americas ” will receive no help from the 
United States. What, they ask, will 
become of nations that are attacked, if 
their supplies from America are to be cut 
off? The Germans are distressed by the 
condemnation of dictatorship, and insist 
that the President did not mean to include 
them. The British are pleased by his 
tribute to democratic government and by 
his plain denunciation of Signor Mussolini, 
but they, too, are doubtful about the exact 
implications of his words on American 
policy towards belligerents. Only the 
Italians have received the President's 
speech with uncompromising hostility—as 
they well. may. : | 
The fact which emerges most clearly is 
that President Roosevelt proposes not only 
to maintain his embargo on the export of 
arms to Italy and Abyssinia, but to 
control their supply of other materials 
necessary for the conduct of the war. All 
the world recognises that he refers to oil, 
and that he will take every step to prevent 
American dealers from exceeding their 
usual shipments of oil to Italy. This 
pledge has created great excitement in 
Geneva, and certainly has brought the 
possibility of an oil sanction very much 
nearer. Thus far the Powers have 
hesitated to place a ban on sales of oil to 


‘Italy, because they have been uncertain 


of America’s attitude. Russia and 
Rumania, the two largest sources of 
supply, are willing to impose an embargo ; 
but the effort could be frustrated by an 
increase of sales to Italy from the United 
States. President Roosevelt. now has 
promised that, as far as lies in his power, 
that obstacle will be removed. He cannot 
‘make an unconditional promise; for his 
ban must be ratified by Congress. and 
Congress, to a very large extent, is under 
the control of the great industrialists, who 
may not consent to forego such an oppor- 
tunity to make money. Nevertheless, the 
moral effect of the President’s statement 
is great. It reveals that all the sentiment 
of Europe and America is ranged against 
the Italians, and cannot fail to disturb 
Signor Mussolini’s complacency, if that 
complacency has not been shaken sufb- 
ciently already. He will not fail to realise 
that the attitude which President Roose- 
i velt, assumes to-day is very similar to the 
| attitude of President Wilson in 1915; that 
Italy is in very much the same position 
vis-d-vis America which Germany occu- 
pied then ; and that the American doctrine 
of neutrality received a rude 
previously, and may suffer a similar shock 
at his own hands, President Roosevelt, 
; though his country is not a member of the 
League of Nations, has gone as far as any 
Government of a League State has 
ventured to go.. | 


jar 


It will be interesting to observe the 
course of events during the next few days. 
President Roosevelt’s support has given a 
notable fillip to the League’s measures 
against Italy. Moreover, the resentment 
which was aroused last week when Italian 
aeroplanes attacked the Swedish Red 
Cross must be intensified by the news that 
they have now directed their bombs upon 
the Egyptian Red Cross as well. It 
almost begins to look as if the sinister. 
view, expressed in England a few days 
ago, has some ground for belief—that

luish Music 


The guestion of Dublin's strange back- 
wardness in miusic is raised again by an 
interview with Sir Hamilton Harty which 
we publish to-day. The situation, indeed, 
is most curious. Dublin rather prides 
herself on being a cultured city, and she 
has some cause for her pride, so far as 
most of the arts are concerned. Her 
streets bear witness to a fine tradition in 
architecture, the reputation of at least 
one of her theatres has gone far beyond 
Ireland, and she has become the natural 
centre for the Irish poets, novelists and 
painters. In almost everything but music 
Dublin is well provided, but music is so 
much neglected that a stranger might 
imagine it to be the one art in which Ire- 
land takes no interest whatever. Compared 
with Belfast—and, indeed, with more than 
one industrial town in England—Dublin 
can be classed as an “ unmusical ” city; 
for concerts are very few, and there is not 
even a concert hall in which they can 
take place. We could understand the 
situation if it were due to a lack of 
musical taste in Ireland; but, in fact, 
the taste is quite well-developed. The 
traditional Irish airs, played on an 
accordion or even a mouth-organ at 
cottage firesides, are evidence of a natural 
and persistent, love of music, while in 
Dublin the whistling errand-boy includes 
Grand Opera in his repertoire as easily 
as the latest dance-tune. It is a paradox 
that Ireland should combine .a keen 
appreciation of music with an apparent 
unwillingness to make any provision for 
it, and we judge from Sir Hamilton 
Harty’s remarks that he is quite as per- 
plexed as any other Irishman about it. 
As he says,, the two needs which make 
themselves felt most strongly are a 
concert hall and a regular symphony 
orchestra, and it is hard to say which 
ought to be met first, or by what means. 
So long as music is without a home in the 
capital, it cannot be expected to thrive, 
but the State is not likely to spend public 
money on a concert hall while public lack 
of interest appears to show that it is not 
wanted. Also, there is no regular 
orchestra in Dublin, and, in Sir Hamilton 
Harty’s words, ‘‘the background 
musical endeavour in every country is a 


This need, perhaps, might be met by 
careful and intelligent use of material 


that exists already—a_ subsidy, for 
instance, which would encourage the 
efforts of the Dublin Philharmonic 


Society or develop the wireless orchestra. 
The whole question, we know, has been 
considered more than once, but it ought 
not to be dismissed. Ireland, says Sir 
Hamilton Harty, is an unexploited mine 
so far as music is concerned. A genera- 
tion ago, the same remark might have 
been made about Irish drama, and it was 
not until the Abbey Theatre gave the lead 
in Dublin that the Irish talent for acting 
and for writing plays began to reveal 
itself. Who can say that a concert hall

might not give the same stimulus to Irish

| Under Licence 


on ordinarily active man in this 
country finds his life regulated, and his 
inside pocket distended, by a wad of 
licences to the ultimate thickness of which 
there appears to be no limit. He has a 
dog licence, a wireless licence, a gun 
licence, and a motor car licence. If he 
likes he can have a fishing licence; but 
these papers form merely the foundation 
of the mighty column that will arise when 
he steps forth into the world of Irish 
industry and commerce. His best plan 
here is to make out a list of every business 
activity in which he conceivably might 
engage, and then discover, if possible, 
which, if any, of them are free of licence 
restriction. The answer will not surprise 
him, because by now he will have been 
expecting the worst; but in actual fact 
the people of England have nearly as 
much as we of which to complain. We 
more or less know our fate, but how many 
children in the London County Council 
area know that they must obtain a licence 
before they appear on the stage? These 
licences are issued free to children between 
twelve and the school-leaving age, and 
they are renewed at the end of every three 
months after a fresh medical examination, 
and some proof that one-third of the 
children’s earnings have been deposited in 
the savings bank. No less than 477 of 
these licences were issued in 1934. Then 
there is the strange case of male servants. 
They, too, must be licensed, and for this 
purpose they have been grouped under an 
astonishing diversity of heads. In need 
of a licence are Masters of the Horse, 
postilions, clerks of the kitchen, gardeners, 
under-gardeners, waiters, confectioners, 
and huntsmen. In 1934-1935-15,640 male 
servants were licensed in Scotland alone. 
If a chimney sweep decides to branch out 
in his business, he must obtain a licence 
before he can employ auxiliary chimney 
sweepers; and watermen and lightermen, 
after five to seven years’ apprenticeship, 
must go to the Watermen’s Hall in the 
City for examination, and, if they are 
lucky, a licence valued at £3, good for 
three years. A couple of hours’ thought 
might reveal some reason for these 
permits; but why ever should a vinegar-

~NEW DESTROYER 
DAMAGED 


IN COLLISION WITH A 
TUG 


The new destroyer, H.M.S. Griffin, was 
slightly damaged on Saturday in a collision 
with a tug as she was leaving Barrow-in- 
Furness in tow to undergo trials on the 
Clyde. Two of the ropes broke, and one 
of the tugs crashed. into her port-side. 
cutting a hole in two steel plates just 
above the water-line. She was towed back 
to dock for repairs, and it is expected 
that these will be finished before the end 
of the week. The Griffin—1,350 tons dis- 
placement—is one of the latest destroyers 
built under the 1933 programme by Messrs 
Vickers, Armstrongs, Ltd., and after trials 
she will be completed. She was launched 
on August 15th last by the wife of Vice- 
Admiral Noble, Fourth Sea Lord. 

In reply to questions, an official of the 
Barrow dockyard stated:—The mishap is 
very slight. Its only result will be that the 
Griffin’s trials will be delayed for a few 
days. Work will be started on her right 
away, and she will be sent out again before

The naval aspect was raised by 
Great Britain, and in return France has 
put forward the question of land and air 
assistance. Should the necessity arise for 
strong forces to be despatched to the 
Franco-Italian frontier, withdrawals of 
French troops from the northern frontier 
would be involved, and an inquiry has 
been made as to the assistance available 
from any source to safeguard that area. 
The conversations are proceeding on 
general lines with a view to an understand- 


‘ing covering all possible contingencies in 


the near future, particularly with regard 
to an air pact in which Britain, France, 
Belgium and Holland would participate, 
and which Germany would be invited to 
Join. . 


Tht Naval Conference 


The Naval Conference resumes its deli- 
berations in London to-morrow. ‘The 
British plan for limiting naval armaments 
by unilateral and voluntary declarations 
of building programmes, which has been 
considered by the delegates during the 
holidays, will come up for discussion. 
Once this point has been examined a 
number of others will be introduced. 
Among these are the suggestion of the 
United States that there shall be a cut 
in naval armaments all round, the ques- 
tion of qualitative limitation, the French 
idea that every State should communicate. 
its building programmes to the others 
every year, the use of submarines, and the 
fortifications in the Pacific. The opening 
proceedings will be attended by Mr. 
William Phipps, the United States 
Under-Secretary of State. who has been 
paying visits to Berlin and Paris. 


Trans-Atlantic Air Services 


The trans-Atlantic air service will be a 

big thing when it starts, and nearly two 
hundred air ‘pilots are to he trained to 
deal with the flying boats now being built.

Southampton, during the next four years. 
It will be two years before the regular 
air service is in being, and it is im- 
probable that there will be dailv flights 
until well on in 1938. The two hundred 
air pilots, who will be in command of 
other Empire air routes as well as the 
trans-Atlantic, will have charge of the 
services to India, Australia. the Cape and 
New Zealand. Flving boats withdrawn 
from the Mediterranean services have heen 
sent to Hamble for the training of the 
pilots.

‘The Government Press,” Mr. Cos- 
grave’s statement continues, ‘‘ makes the 
attempt, knavishly enough, to picture the 
agreement of 1923 as a secret agreement— 
a secret agreement of which the Oireachtas 
was fully informed. A secret so disclosed 
in Parliament is hard to keep. The mem- 
bers of the present democratic Government 
in this democratic country were in custody 
or on the run or in arms at the period 
when the information was so furnished to 
the Dail—some of them during the period 
having been in women’s clothing. Had 
they been in the Dail at that time, or had 
they even been intelligently reading the 
newspapers, they, too, would have been 
let into the ‘ secret.’ 


THE FACT “IGNORED” 


“The Government organ makes refer- 
ence to what it terms the ‘ agreement 
which Mr. Cosgrave made with the British 
Treasury, assigning to it revenue to which 
the Free State had both a statutory and 
moral right.’

“ The air of Geneva 1s. beginning to be 
unbreathable for Italy,” writes Signor 
Virginio Gayda in the Voce d'Italia. '' On 
many sides the question is being asked 
why does Italy stay there. The answer is 
that Italy will remain until she. has 
enough strength to make sure that there 
will not be created a new Kuropean com- 
plication to add to the world disorder that 
has already been created around the 
miserable Ethiopian affair. 

'“ But resistance has its limit, and 
everything is now pushing ltaly towards 
that limit. Italy at present has to face 
three aggressions—that of Abyssinia ; that 


the whole affair, and that of the League. 
“Of these possibly the least important 
is that of Abyssinia,’’ he continues, and 
devotes the rest of his article to a bitter 
lament that the remainder of Europe 
should, in allying itself with “' slave- 
owning Ethiopia,’’ fail to r)alise the high 
degree of civilisation attained by Italy. 

“ And the death of an innocent Italian 
airman like Lieutenant Minniti Tito—who 
is alleged to have been beheaded—has 
passed uncommented in the world Press. 
He was embarrassing, so he was quietly 
buried,’’ says Signor Gayda. '

has since died is printed in insignificant 
position on inside pages of the papers to- 
day. 


SHOT AS A SPY? 


Rome has been buzzing with rumours 
for the past two or three days concerning 
the fate of Ras Gugsa, the first of the 
Abyssinian chiefs to go over to the 
Italians It was freely stated that he had 
been shot last Friday ; some said in battle, 
others that he had been executed by the 
Italians. 

The most extreme story was that he had 
invited a number of Italian officers to 
dinner in his palace at Makale, and that 
at a given signal his men fell on them and 
killed them, for which he himself was put 
to death. 

However, it was stated in well-informed 
quarters as recently as Friday last, that 
the turn-coat Ras was enjoying his usual 
health, and that nothing further was 
known about him.

Prince’ Simail Dauod, head of the

‘planes dropped seven bombs and machine- 
gunned the LKgyptian ambulance at 
Daggah Bur. 

The ambulance, he says, consisted of 
seven doctors, eight male nurses, and two 
Maltese assistants. 

The Prince adds that the Italian ’planes 
hovered over the vicinity for seven days, 
and four days ago dropped gas bombs. The 
occupants of the ambulance shut them- 
selves up for two hours until the poisonous 
fumes had disappeared. 

The Emperor Haile Selassie telegraphed 
thanking the Prince for his loyalty. He 
replied that they were ready to sacrifice 
their lives in the cause of humanity. 

The Prime Minister, Messim Pasha, who 
was greatly affected when he heard of the 
bombing of the Egyptian Red Crescent 
unit at Daggah Bur, immediately tele- 
graphed*to the Egyptian Consul in Addis 
Ababa for details.

INTERVIEW WITH SIR 
MH HARTY | 


PLEA FOR SYMPHONY 
ORCHESTRA

HE absence of a first-class symphony 
orchestra and a proper concert hall 
in: Dublin were the topics about which Sir 
Hamilton Harty was most concerned when 
an Irish Times reporter saw him for a 
few minutes last evening, after he had put 
the orchestra at the Broadcasting Station 
in Henry street through a rehearsal] in 
preparation for to-night’s recital over the 
wireless. 

Sir Hamilton for the past week has been 
on a visit to Moore Park as the guest of 
John Count McCormack, and he had come 
to Dublin specially for the rehearsal. 

“Tt is a great pleasure,” he said, “to 
come here and find such efforts being made 
to bring back Dublin to the traditional 
eminence as a place of symphonic music 
which had been created for it by the late 
Joseph Robinson before my time, and after 
him by that very fine musician and friend 
of mine, Signor Esposito. Unfortunately, 
when Signor Esposito retired there was, 
for one reason or aother, a falling off, 
which,. I think, was very regrettable, 
because Dublin, of all places, seems to be 
the one city where there should be a first- 
class symphony orchestra. 

“ But we have the Dublin Philharmonic 
Society, and other capable musical 
societies,’’? said our reporter. 

“CI am very «lad,’’ replied Sir tiamil- 
ton, “to see the beginning, in these, of 
something -more worthy of the city and 
capital, but I think it is fair to say, too, 
that an impartial critié may reproach 
Dublin with the lack of a concert hall. 
In a noble and ancient city like this it is 
a real reproach, and a concert hall seems 
to be something that it is really necessary 
to provide. 

“Do you know that when I am in 
America—as I am very often—it is really 
astonishing the interest that people there, 
especially Jrish-Americans, take in the 
affairs of Ireland, and I am alwavs being 
asked about music in Dublin, and any- 
thing that I can tell them about progress 
here is very acceptable; but they are 
always disappointed to hear that no step 
has vet been taken to provide an adequate 
concert hall. 


QUESTION OF COMFORT 


‘“ And as I am on this question,”’ he 
continued, ‘‘ I hope that in any effort to 
provide a proper concert hall those re- 
sponsible will see to it that there will be 
accommodation for the comfort of patrons, 
at least equal to that provided in the 
cinemas. <A point that is in favour of the 
cinemas is that they provide patrons with 
more comfortable accommodation, whereas 
in most halls, not only in this country, 
but throughout the British Isles, it is 
often a penance to have to sit on the seats 
provided at concerts. Yet I think it is 
only -commonsense that af concert 
organisers want to see large attendances at 
concerts thev should at least provide equal 
comforts to those which people can get at 
cinemas and other indoor entertainments. 
Another point, too, is that cinemas, owing 
to the large number of them, can afford 
to charge very much lower prices for 
admission than any concert organisation, 
unless that organisation be State sub- 
sidised.”’ 

“ Then, vou think the State should sub- 
sidise music? ’ 

“ Yes; I take the point of view that the 
State should really be obliged to subsidise 


| music to the extent of providing its citizens 


with such aids to culture as a symphony 
orchestra and music that would be very 
desirable and instructive. 

“ Here, in this country, the latent 
musical talent of the people is so great 
that, to my mind. it is a thousand pities 
it has not more opportunity for: develop- 
ment. You know it is not much good for 
a composer to write an important work for 
orchestra when ten to one he will never 
hear a performance of it in his own country 
so long as his own country will not provide 
a concert hall in which it can be given. I 
look upon Ireland as an _ unexploited 
mine, so far as music is concerned, 
and a certain amount of. money spent 
on that mine would, I believe, be rewarded 
by very valuable treasure. 

““No,” he went on, developing his 
point, “ the National School of Music can- 
not do much beyond teaching the rudi- 
ments of music, the training in solo per- 
formances, and so on, but the background 
of musical endeavour in every country, as 
it must be here, is a local firstclass 
symphony orchestra. The reason, in the 
first place, is the wealth of literature for 
the orchestra; in the second place, the 
size of the canvas; and, thirdly, the ex- 
traordinary interest that people are taking 
nowadays in orchestral and in every other 
kind of music. I know that Ireland, and 
especially you here in Dublin, are very 
keen on operatic performance. Well, I 
think a first-class orchestra is the back- 
bone of operatic performance, and it seems
